Comming into the inner part of the Houſe, they 
were ſaluted with an Oration by Maſter EAmund Srubbe, 
Maſter of Art, and Fellow of that Houſe: they went 
that night to ſee Kings Colledge Chappell, where they 
were ſaluted with another Oration, by Maſter Henry 
Mole, Maſter of Art, and fellow of that Colledge. The 
next morning the right Honorable the Lord Walden, el- 
deft ſonne to the Earle of Syfolke, accompanied with 
many Knights and Gentlemen of qualitie came for 
them, and conducted them to Newmarker,andafter their 
audience, they returned that night to Cambridge.

Was it not enough 
that two bright ſhining Stars (the Mercurie of Brabant, 
and Mars of Spaine) ſhould with their gracious Rayes 
illuſtrate Cambridge, except they bad beene made fore» 
runners alſo of ove himſelte} except the High Comman- = 
der of the Stars, and Brittiſb Heauen, ſnould immediatly 
riſe vpon vs? Surely, we are not fit forthe fulneſſe of this 
4 Grace, and needes muſt our eye · ſight faile in this Moſt
